And our Sa- 
viour faith, Ir ball be more tolerable 
for the dark Tyre and Sidon at juadg · 
ment, than for the enl:ightned Caper- 
naum and Bethſaidz ; Matib. 11.22. 
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We think their condition dreadfull 
that ſay, there i no God, and no 
doubt it is /: And certainly their 
ſtare is not /eſs deplorable, That 
acknowledge there i a God, but de - 
fehim, and carry the matter ſo, as 
if in good earneſt there were no ſuch 
being. To live at large without 
the ſerious profeſſion of ſome Reli- 

ios is brutiſh, and unnatural: And 
ſuch Savages deſerve not to con- 
time in the ſocieties of men; but 
afe fitter to range among the wild 
Beaſts of the Woods : Sach are thoſe 
among us, that never make any ſo- 
lemn profeſſion of any Religion, by 

n act of their own They have 10 
Religion, but that of their Climate, 
which they neither underſtand, nor 
mind: they are Chriſtians by the 
Chriſtianity of others, ( viz. the 

Þ general profeſſion of their Country) 
or they are one at all; and it they 
live and die in this condition wild 
men and Cannibals will at tie laſt be 
in a better ſtate than they.
